THE Royal Affent was given by commiflion to 
twenty-fix public and private bills; among which 
were the bill for appointing Commiflioners to carry 
into execution the land-tax of 1786; the Scotch 
{chool bill, and the Newfoundland fithery bill. 

Went through in Committee the Gibraltar head 
money bill, the Ifle of Man bill, and the Blackfriar’s 
bridge bill. ; 

Read a fecond time the bill for regulating mani- 
felts. : 

Reported the Weftminfter paving bill. 

© Paffed the Claimants’ bill, and the Court of Con- 
feience bill. 

The order of the day being read, for the fecond 
reading of the bill for appropriating one million an- 
nually for the extinction of the national debr, 

Lord Loughborough hoped that the bil] would be 
printed for the ufe of their Lordihips. Being in- 
formed, however,-by Lord Bathurit, that it was 
contrary to the cuftom of the Houfe to print a bill 
of that nature ; the queftion on the motion was 
put, and it was agreed that the bill thould be com- 
mitted on Thurfday next. 

Earl Stanhope in confequence of their Lordfhips 
fammons on the prefent bufinefs, though the future 
difcuffion of it was to be poftponed to Tharfday, 
could not help ftating. bis objections to the plan.— 
His fentiments on this fubject were publicly known ; 
and it was not neceffary that he fhould minutely re- 


the point. Whilft he threw out thefe obfervations, 
however, he hoped he fhould not be mifunderftood 
as.attempting to oppofe a fcheme, with regard to 
which all parties were united as to its object. His 
main objection to the meafure was, that no meafure 
‘had been adopted, or was likely to be adopted, in” 
order to fecure its permanency, and confequently 
that effec which it was intended to produce. He 
reafoned with refpec& to the perfection of his own 
fyftem in this point of view, and went into a general 
derail of it. He proved the good opinion entertain- 
ed of it from the fentiments of fome ftock-broker, 
Dr Price, Fellow of the Royal Society, and one or 
two eminent merchants, whofe letters he read onthe 
fabje&. The plan he had laid down was exempt 
from thofe objetions which naturally arofe from the 
fcheme in agitation, relative to the temptation that 
ambitious minifters would lie under, of availing 
themfelves of a number of thofe reliefs, and of va- 
rious pecuniary refources, which woald naturally ac- 
érde in the courfe of a few years from its adoption.

- Lord Camelford refifted its being adopted i 
prefent ftage of the bufinefs, as a cohehanion fie:

‘ Country Assessment Bite. 

"The Lord Advocate moved for the fecond read- 
ing of the county affeffment for the profecution of 
criminals in Scotland. 

“Mr Skene admitted the propriety of the bill, but 
thought a farther delay of it extremely neceflary, in 
order that time might be allowed rhe different coun- 
ties to take the fame into their confideration. He 
ould, therefore, move, that the fecond reading of 
itbe adjourned to that day three months. 

“ Sir Welliam Cunninghame alfo urged the ne- 
eefity of poftponing the bill on the fame ground, 
and added, that there were feveral very objection- 
able claufes, and in particular, one that went to 
transfer the right of trial of criminals before the 
Judges to the Sheriffs. He fhould, for the reafons 
he had affigned, be for having the bill delayed for 
three months, in order that time might be had for 
confidering more maturely of its merits. 

“The Speaker then read the original motion, 
and the amendments propofed being then offered, 
namely, that it fhould be read that day three 
months, ; 

“ The Lord Advocate faid, that the bill has al- 
tady been delayed a year, it having been before the 
Houfe the lait Seflion, and poftponed on the fame 
ground that had now been urged. He faid, that 
this bill was only to amend the mode of affefling, 
tad difpofing of the fame, as there had been much 
hifapplication of the money colleéted ; the money 
collected having frequently béen applied to the 
building of bridges, and the repairing the high 
rads, a thing never intended when the fand was 
intituted. ‘The fund, he obferved, had been ever 
fnce the reign of George I. and this bill only went 
ra it upon a good foating, and to regulate it 
better for the future ; it was alfo, he believed, the 
only fund, except the King’s purfe, for the profecu- 
tion of criminals in Scotlands and as the Gentle- 
men who oppofed it, admitted the wecefity of fuch 
abill, he thould be for its being now read. 

“ Sir William Cunningham rofe to repeat his 
former arguments; which having concifely done, he 
declared his refolution of dividing the Houfe; in 
tonfequence of which, the gallery was cleared. Af- 
ter the ftrangers had withdrawn, fome farther con- 
Vverfation enfued, and, upon their being admitted a- 
gaa, it was agreed to withdraw all farther oppofi- 
tion to the bill, and it wac read a fLcoud cimey and 
ordered tO be committed.

On Wednefday, the Committee of the whole | 


houfe-having deliberately gone through the feveral 
fections of the new Form of Procefs, and madeduch 
alterations upon them as they thought neceffary, they 
ordered it to be printed, as amended, and traofmit- 
ted to the minifters of the Church of Scotland ; 
which refolution being reported to the Affembly, the 
fame was agreed to. ‘The thanks of the Houfe were 
then delivered from the chair to the Procurator, for 
his great attention and diligence in preparing the 
fketch, and likewife to the members of the fub- 
committee, who took the trouble of reviling the 
fame. 

The Affembly then took. into confideration a pe- 
tition from Jean Purves, reli of John Tuck, a- 
gaint the Rev. Mr Jolly at Coldingham, who had 
not intimated, till December 1783, that;her fer? 
tence of excommunication was taken off, although 
the fame was ordered by. the Affembly to, be\intima- 
ted before Augult that year; and had given hee a 
certificate injurious to her, and difrefpectful tothe 
Commiflion of Affembly. The Affembly appoited 
their Moderator to rebuke Mr Jolly at the bar, and 
ordained the kirk feffion of Coldingham ‘to gram a 
proper certificate to Jean Purves. 

Thurfday, the Affembly had under confideration 
fome points in the cafe of the Reverend Dt Bryden 
at Dalton, which has fo long engaged the attention 
of the Church Courts. he firlt point determined 
was an appeal at the inftance of Dr Bryden, and 
the Prefbytery of L,ochmaben, againft a fentence of 
the Synod of Dumfries, on the 18th of Otober 
laft, concerning the relevancy of the condefcendence 
relative to Ann Dalziel. Dr Bryden was heard in 
his defence ; Mr Corbett, as counfel for the profe- 
cutors; Dr Lamont appeared for the Synod, and 
Mr Henderfon for the Prefbytery; after which fe- 
veral gentlemen fpoke, and the vote was put, and 
carried, to Affirm the fentence of the Synods\§5 5 
Reverfe, 15 3 Majority, 40.———The next ique- 
{tion was an appeal from a fentence of the Sy- 
nod of Dumfries, at the inftance of Dr Bryden, 
dated sgth October laft, affirming a fentence of the 
Prefbytery of Lochmaben. The Aflembly, without 
a vote, agreed to difmifs the appeal, and affirm the 
fentence of the Synod of Dumfries and Prefbyrery 
of Lochmaben. ‘The next queftion was a reference 
by the Synod of Dumfries, on the 19th of Oclober 
laft, on aa appeal by the profecuters of Dr Bryden, 
againit a fentence of the Prefbytery of Lochmaben, 
of the 4th of O&tober, finding that the fentence of 
laft Affembly, limiting the time of examining wit- 
neffes to the 1ft of Ogtober, and that day having 
elapfed, they were precluded from examining certata 
witnefles mentioned. ‘he Afflembly, without a 
vote, reverjed the fentence of the Prefbytery of 
Lochmaben, and found the proof not concluded.— 
The Affembly, yefterday, on a divifion, 62 againtt 
45, remitted the caufe to the Prefbyrery of Loch- 
maben, with a recommendation to proceed in finith- 
ing the bufinefs with all convenient {peed, agreeable 
to the rules of the Church. 





The Afiembly then proceeded to the cafe of Mr - 


Macintoth, minifter of Moy, which hath been fo 
long depending. It came at prefent by appeals from 
Mr Macintoth againft two fentences of the Pretby- 
tery of Invernefs; the firft refufing to allow ‘him to 
produce two exculpatory witnefles, after the day fix- 
ed by the Synod of Moray, for coricluding his ex, 
culpatory proof; the fecond, a’ fentence depofing. 
him from the miniitry. After hearing parties,.at 
great length, a motion was made by Mr,George 
Ferguffon advocate, “* That the General Affembly, 
in refpect the judgment of the Prefbytery was pro- 
nounced during the’ dependence of an appeal duly 
lodged, Reverfe the faid judgment, and remit to the 
Prefbytery ‘to :efume the confideration of the caufe ; 
and, on the application of the parties, to proceed 
according ao the laws ef the Church.’”? In this mo- 
tion, he was fupported by Drs Grieve, Lamont, 
Porteous, Mr Arnot, and feveral other members. 
It was very Ttrongly oppofed by Dr Barclay, Mr 
Bufhby, Mr Dickfon advocate, Dr Macnight, Pro- 
fellor Hill, Mr Robert Walker, and Mr Thotnfon, 
who contended, that agreeing to it would be attend- 
ed with molt fatal confequences, aod render our ju+ 
rifdiction quite inextricable, as it would be putting 
it in the power of parties, by appealing on every 
{tep, to prevent proceifes from being ever brought 
to an iffue. Here the cafe of Mr Grier was parti- 
cularly meationed ; in the courfe of whofe profecu- 
cution, no fewer than thirty-two appeals had been 
taken by him again(t different interlocutors of the 
inferior Courts ; aud, as to the act of Affeinbly ré- 
fpecting appeals, on which Mr-Ferguffon had found- 
ed his motion, they infilted, that ig prohibited the final 
{entences of inferior Courts being carried into exe- 
cution in the face of an appeal; but did not hinder 
palling fuch fentences, They therefore moved, 
** That the Affembly thould proceed to judge of the 
** merits of the two appeals in this sual in the or- 
** der in which they were taken.” After Jong rea-

Second, by a majority of 33 there being 42 for the 
firlt motion, and 46 for the fecond.
